Accept Federal Grants 



Yesterday ovory major Quebec newspaper heralded Du-' 
plessis' "generous" grant to universities. The French papers were 
esneciallv, vocal in their praiso-tho French colleges received 
$10,677 300. McGIH received $2,276;400. 

Today wo wero shocked to learn that McGill's total included 
$1,000,000 of the $1,500,000 that Duplessis had promised to the 
McGill Building Fund. Of the increased provincial grants to 
uniyorsities of $5,063,133 McGill received a total increase of 
$100,000' for operating expenses and professors' salaries. 

-A study of the grants to French. speaking universities indicates 
that although they received extremely large sums of money 
for capital expenditure they too only received token Increases 
for cmraling costs'. 

Tho Duolessis plan to bring all higher education, both 
English and French, under his thumb becomes Increasingly clear. 
Give the universities money to construct new' buildings but don't 
give them any money to operate them. Thus when , the time 
comes to handle the Increased enrolmont the university will have 
the siaco but not tho means to use this space. Public, pressure, 
Mr. Duplessis hopes, will then force the universities to come 
begginq at his doorstop. Mr. Duplessis will then generously 
grant large sums of money in return for complete subservience. 
All Quebec universttlos will bo tn his hands. 

Thé B. N. A. Act guaranteed to French Canadians a separate 
education in order to preserve their ethnic and cultural heritage. 
Education in this sense applies only to the public and high schools. 
V/e strongly support the principle that the French should have 
a sepnrato primary education. 1 .- 

A' university .however must assume that its members are 
already educated — that they come to university to further 
their knowledge, to seek the truth, regardless of whose toes are 
stepped on. McGUI is not a provincial university. Many of Its 
students and faculty come from outside the province. McGill 
Is not even a Canadian university for one out of every five 
students live In a foreign 'country. Mr. Duplessis, a university 
to deserve the name, must' be autonomous, autonomous of Otta- 
wa and autonomous of Quebec. . 

Wo feel It Is the duty of every Quebee university to accept 
federal grants if for no other reason than -to demonstrate they 
are free.' Otherwise, they must give up claim to the title "uni 
versity" and become mere trade schools whose express purpose 
Is to turn out civil servants for use in the province of Quebee. 



Getting Together 




• Today an' art exhibition sponsored by the University of 
Montreal and by McGill will be opened by His Excellency the 
Governor General at the Fine Arts Museum. It comprises the 
work of thirty five Canadian painters, and the show Is being 
run entirely by students of the two universities. On -Saturday 
there will be a seminar with student representatives from all 
parts of Eastern Canada, based on tho theme of Interproylnclal 
exchanges of paintings. All this represents a commendable achle 
vement. 

One problem that Is always with us Is that of U. of M. — 
McGill relations. There has been too little contact between the 
two universities. Last year the Haute Ecole des Etudes Commer- 
' dales sponsored a very successful art exhibition to which they 
Invited the SEC and other McGill students. It appears that In 
the field of culture at least, we have something In common with 
our colleagues over the mountain. If we complain about the 
language barrier between French and English Canadians, this 
excuse will hardly.be considered adequate when the vast amount 
of planning and preparation that must have gone Into the current 
exhibition at the Fine Arts Museum Is .considered. 

The idea of the seminar extends the principle beyond the 
limits of the city. French and English universities will be represent- 
ed, with the hope that the idea may catch on throughout Canada. 
Here is a real concrete attempt to lay the foundations of a truly 
Canadian culture. It. is through projects -like these/ far removed 
from the strife of provincial politics, that French and English can 
get together, meet and talk, and come to some sort of mutual 
understanding. And never before In Canada was such under 
standing needed.

Politics and You

The question of where the university student fits Into politics is one that has never 
assumed great proportions in Canada. In nineteenth century Britain there was almost a tra- 
dition that the Oxford and- Cambridge Unions should act as tho incubators for thé politicians 
of the future. Then it was taken for granted by reason of the social status of the students that 
they should provide the bulk of the country's rulers — they were politicians by hereditary right 
almost. Now of course the situation has changed, but the number of "old school ties" among 
the leading figures of all the political parties in Britain indicates the importance that Is still 
attached to a university education. The theory now is that the best brain's go to university,' and 
among the best brains are liable to bo some who will end up In politics, either because they 
like it, or becauso they feel they should put their abilities at the disposal of the country. 



In Canada, the politically cons- 
cious student has a hard time of it 
on many campuses. At McGill es- 
pecially the student body seems 
more or. less totally disinterested 
in politics. Each political club has 
ncucleus tpf about a dozen 
staunch believers, all of whom try 
to interest their friends in their 
particular political outlook. Within 
this inner core — and this- holds 
for all the political clubs at McGill 
— there is a firm belief in a set 
of principals, and in courses of 
political action. Every one of the 
neucleus is a firm believer, no" mat- 
ter how their* opponents may ques- 
tion their political outlook. There 
is keen rivalry, without malice at- 
tached, that shows up in the model 
parliaments. At every model par- 
liament, a serious tone, moderated 
by good humor on all sides of 
the benches, has been in evidence. 
Speakers have been heckled, jeer- 
ed, attacked," but there has been 
throughout it all an absence of 
ill-will, and a willingness to listen, 
if not to accept, other political 
viewpoints. Perhaps if we were a 
little more malicious, a little more 
vindictive, a little more ferocious 
in our political , dealings at the 
university level, we might arouse 
more interest. 

EXAMPLE AT TORONTO 
But how much success do mo- 
dtl parliaments have? Thty are 
attended by very few. The turn-' 
out at the Open House Model 
Parliament was about half 'that 
for the debate on the relative 
merits of Dresley and Poetry. The 
same facts and tho same speak- 
-. ers appear at every Model Par; 
I lament. There are two argu- 
ment* , against student partici- 
pation In politics. One is that 
th*y are not Interested, the 
other Is that they are net com- 
petent. The first would seem -to' 
be the most valid one, from the 
example. ef McGill. At some uni- 
versities, however, notably at 
Toronto, there is a great Interest 
in political parties. A debate on 
Marxism held at McGill, an eve- . 
ning debate- was crowded out, 
and the evening was like an eld 
time election meeting — full of 
people bobbing up, applause and 
leers. If politics caii be made 
Interesting, - there is no doubt 
that the students -will become 
interested In polities. 

CONTRAST WITH BRITAIN 

That the student is not trained 
or competent in anything is the 
common cry of those who fear his 
possible participation in political 
activities. Many students at McGill 
and other universities have taken 
part in national and provincial 
elections, acting as campaign man< 
agers, speaking at meetings, can. 
vasslng for votes. However here 
again the contrast between British 
and Canadian universities comes 
out strongly. On every university 
.campus jr. Britaja.tbcre.lsAgrpvB 
of what can be termed "hardened 
party men". These men have made 



up their mind to go in for politics, 
and take every chance that comes 
along to get familiar with organi- 
sation,, methods, and the whole 
machinery of the political sot-up, 
on a local and a national level. 
They are encouraged by the pro- 
fessional politicians, and' some stu- 
dents while still at college, have 
contested parliamentary scats. 

ATTITUDE GENERAL 

The lack of interest in politics 
on the campuses of various univer- 
sities in Canada is a reflection of 
the lack of interest In politics in 
Canada generally. ' There are . few 
great Issues to divide the parties, 
the country is rich and prosperous,

things are going fine, we don't 
have to bother, let someone else 
run. the country; This attitude will 
only look after the present; the 
future must be looked after now. 
Here is where the real need to get 
the student interested in politics 
at the university level is shown. 
Not only. as future electors, but 

also as future leaders, and possi-

bly parliamentarians, the students 
have a greater responsibility to 
the country than^any other section. 
In every possible way a live, res- 
ponsible attitude towards politics 
should be< encouraged among the 
student body. J_

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Scientists Shatter 




A Jong-standing principle -, of 
physics lias been disproved, it has 
.been announced by Columbia Uni- 
versity. Nine men and one woman 
• at the university have stated that 
their research has proved that the 
so-called "principle of parity" is 
: untrue. , . ' 

This latest .scientific /advance, 
it is claimed, • is comparable to 
' the theory of relativity in import- 
ancc, and, has been called the most 
important advance in physics in ten 
I years. It leads to a whole new 
I ■ set of explanations about the atom, 
•the world, and the cosmos. 

The principle of parity was 
used by physicists to- explore the 
■ mystery of the atom. It enabled 
\ them to .manipulate their equa- 
lions to predict atomic behavior. 

The parity principle told phy- 
sicists what had • been "obvious

to • common sense" for a long 
dmc : That phenomena of nature 
look the same whether observed 
directly or though a mirror, . ex- 
cept that right and left are re 
versed. 

That the principle may . not be 
justr right was noticed by Dr. T^ 
D. Lee, 31, professor of physics 
at Columbia University, and Dr. 
C. N. Yang, 35, a professor at the 
Institute for Advanced Study, 
Princeton, NJ. 

Their clue lay, in a peculiar 
atomic . p aT t i c 1 e, a so-called 
k-meson, which, is turn loose from 
the heart of an atom ! by the 
pounding of a 2,300,000,000 volt 
flying hydrogen atom. The theory 
—based on -the parity principle 
predicted that the k-meson would 
disintegrate in one way. It actu 
ally broke up In two ways.

Drs.' Lee and Yang took a' bold 
step and suggested that the prin- 
ciple was wrong.

At the National Bureau of 
Standards, Dr. Ernest Ambler; 
Dr. B. W. Hayward, Dr. D. D. 
Hoppes, Dr. B. . O. Hudson, and 
Dr. C. S.;Wu,.the woman, cooled 
down radioactive cobalt-60 to' a 
temperature of. .01 degrees above 
absolute zero and applied a mag- 
netic field to the spinning atoms. 
Prediction Wrony 
The parity principle would pre- 
dict that the cobalt, being radio- 
active, -would fire out electrons 
helter-skelter, but the measure- 
ments showed that the electron's 
came out mostly in* one direction. 

The other test involved the dis- 
integration of pi-mesons into 
mu-mesons and neutrino particles. 

The mu-meson disintegrates 
into an electron' and two neu- 
trinos in about two -miillonths ,of 
a second. Again the parity prin- 
ciple says the electrons should 
come out in a scatter, but they 
came straight out from the fly- 
ing mu-meson like a rocket blast 
from a rocket -ship. .
